18S3, 
provided

licen ses 
could n ot be collected by cities in in ­ 
stallmen ts, an d that if this were don e, 
the licen ses g ran ted would be illeg al, 
an d th a t an y action un dertaken by 
the city for the en forcemen t of the 
provision s of the licen ses would be of 
n o avail.

The wordin g of the 
Harper bill

“ T hat hereafter it shall n ot be 
lawful for th e corporate authori ­ 
ties of an y city , town or villag e, in 
this state to g ran t a licen se for 
ilie keepin g of a dram shop ex cept 
upon the pay men t in advan ce, in 
to the treasury of the city , town 
or villag e, g ran tin g the licen se, 
such sum as may be determin ed 
by the respective authorities of 
such city , town or villag e, n ot less 
than at the rate of $r>ou per an ­ 
n um ." 
The law in itself is plain en oug h, 
but in the fact that it doe-* n ot appar­ 
en tly specifically state th a t licen ses 
shall oe g ran ted for the period of on e 
y ear on ly possibly lies the solution to 
the problem. The city mav have the 
rig ht to g ran t licen ses for a shorter 
period than on e y ear, in which case 
the old ordin an ce mig ht be repealed 
an d anew on e en acted providin g for 
the g ran tin g of licen ses for a three or 
six m on th’s period.

A STORY OF CRANES. 


FF» v« *l W a y in tt h le h th« * S ou t h A in e r - 
Ir a u a I tilist* t h e Uirtl*. 
Th« * native« of Venezuela ami ad­ 
joining cullutrie« oil llie north side of 
the river Amazon often avail them ­ 
selves of the services 
o f the native 
crane to care fur their poultry and 
also use it in the place of a collie or 
shepherd dog to guard and herd their 
dom estic anim als. 
This 
remarkable 
bint, which the Indians call y akamik 
and the ornitholog ists I’sophia crepi­ 
tans. is found in a wild state in great 
forests that lie betw een the northern 
coasts of South America and the Aina 
Ron and British Guiana. 
The birds 
never leave the forests unless shot or 
captured. 
They travel about In flocks of from 
luo to 200 in search of the berries, 
fruits and insects upon w hich they 
subsiiu. 
Their usual g ait is a slow 
and stately march, but they enliven 
them selves from tim e to tim e by leap­ 
ing up in the air. ex ecuting eccentric 
and fancy w altzes and striking the 
most absurd and preposterous 
atti­ 
tudes. 
If pursued they endeavor to 
save them selves by running, for their 
flight is so weak, according to Sehom- 
burg, that when they attem pt to fly 
over a body of w ater of any consid­ 
erable width they are often compelled 
to drop upon it and save them selves 
by swim m ing . 
When alarmed they utter the pecul­ 
iar cry which has obtained for them 
the name of trumpeters. 
The sound 
is som ething like that produced by a 
person endeavoring to shout the sy l­ 
lables “ tow, tow , tow. tow, tow .” with 
his mouth shut or the doleful noise 
made by children on New Year’s day 
with their trum pets. 
Tin* y akam iks 
usually deposit their eg g s in a hollow 
In the ground, often at the foot of a 
tree. 
A nest g enerally contains ten eg g s 
of a pale green color. The y oung birds 
follow their mothers as soon as they 
ure hatched, but do not lose their pret­ 
ty down covering until several weeks 
old. 
The y akam ilks are very readily 
tamed and prove valuable servants to 
the Indians, who dom esticate them, 
and as they are courag eous and Will 
protect anim als Intrusted to their care 
at every risk of them selves even dogs 
are obliged to y ield to their authority . 
They may be trusted with the care 
of a flock of sheep or dom estic fow ls 
and every morning will drive the ducks 
and poultry to their feeding places 
and, carefully collecting any 
strag ­ 
g lers, bring them safely hotue at night. 
A y akam ik soon learns to know and 
obey the voice of his master, follows 
him when permitted wherever he goes 
and appears delighted at receiving his 
caresses. 
It pines at his absence and 
w elcom es his return and is ex trem ely 
jealous of any rival. Should any ani­ 
mal attack its master, the y akam ik in 
utm ost fury attacks it with w ing s and 
beak, driving it aw ay . 
It presents itself reg ularly during 
m eals, from which it chases all dom es­ 
tic anim als and even the negroes who 
w ait on tin* table, if it is not well ac­ 
quainted with them, and only asks for 
n share of the eatables after it has 
driven aw ay ail who might aspire to a 
favorable notice from tin* fam ily .
